After  numberous  conferences  with  representatives  of  the  potato  industry  and 
with  Government  and  transportation  officials,  plans  were  made  for  sending  to  Maine 
2U  -  2800  cars  per  week  for  the  loading  of  potatoes.    About  the  same  time,  it  was 
decided  to  recommend  the  issuance  of  an  Order  for  sending  to  the  Red  River  Valley 
about  375  cars  per  day  for  the  period  of  March  3  -  9,  inclusive,  in  order  to  remedy  t 
the  serious  car  shortage  situation  in  that  area.    The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
announced  a  program  to  expedite  the  moving  of  potatoes  from  Maine  by  water  in  order 
to  alleviate  the  serious  car  shortage  in  Maine  and.' greatly  increase  the  turnabout  * 
movement  of  refrigerator  cars. 

VEGETi^LE  £"URPLU£ES_ 

Winter  vegetable  production  of  1,392,14-00  tons,  although  7  per  cent  below  1914+, 
is  lj.7  per  cent  above  the  193U-1+3  average  production  of  winter  vegetables.  Heavy 
supplies  and  depressed  market  conditions  exist  for  Florida  and  Texas  cabbage;  Texas, 
California  *nd  Arizona  carrots  and  various  other  vegetable  'crops,    publicity  is  be- 
ing used  to  encourage  the  movement  of  these  crops  in  normal  trade  channels.  Arrange* 
ments  have  been  made  to  date  for  utilization  of  roughly,  6,000  tons  of  Florida  and 
Texas  cabbage  under  the  kraut  diversion  program.     Texas  cabbage  is  being  purchased 
for  relief  distribution.     Carrots  are  in  heavy  supply  in  Texas,  California  and  Ari- 
zona.   Efforts  are  being  made  to  encourage  movement  to  canners.    Purchases  in  Texas 
are  being  made  for  relief  distribution.    Old  crop  onions  in  New  York  State  are  in 
surplus.    Transportation  difficulties  during  the  winter  have  prevented  normal  move- 
ment to  market.     There  appears  to  be  from  1,14.00  to  2,000  carloads  in  the  hands  of 
growers  or  shippers  of  which  about  600  cars  are  in  cold  storage.     The  f.d.b.  price 
of  50""Poun<^  sacks  has  dropped  below  $1.00.    The  Branch  has  recommended  purchases  of 
New  York  State  onions  for  relief  distribution  at  v»95  Per  sack  for  U,  S.  No.  1  grade 
and  $.85  for  onions  grading  U.   S.  No.  1  except  that  an  additional  tolerance  of  5 
per  cent  may  be  alio  wed  for  onions  which  fail  to  meet  No.  1  grade  except  for  decay. 
Apparently  not  over  600  cars  of  onions  remain  in  Michigan  and  other  Mid-west  States 
as  of  March  10.     It  will  probably  not  be  necessary    to  buy  for  relief  in  this  area 
although  developments  during  the  next  ten  days  may  make  it  advisable  to  purchase 
limited  quantities.     Some  reports  indicate  that  there  has  been  damage  from  various 
causes  to  onions  in  some  Texas  districts.     There  is  a  surplus  of  Hubbard  end  Marble 
type  squash  in  Northern  Ohio  and  of  kale  in  Virginia.    Texas  beets  are  in  heavy 
supply^ 

^ISTPOMO  COHvE T^EE  MEETING 

A  meeting  of  the  Sweetpotato  Industry  Advisory  Committee  was  held  March  7  c-nd  8 
primarily  to  discuss  the  I9I4.5-I46  price  regulation.    The  Committee  requested  a  10  per 
cent  increase  in  the  ceiling  prices  to  cover  increased  cost  of  production,  labor  and  | 
containers.     If  this  is  not  granted,  they  suggested  that  the  prices  and  dates  of 
price  changes  in  the  present  regulation  be  continued.    They  also  requested  that  cei> 
ing  prices  be  based  on  a  per-pound  basis,  using  5^"Pouncis  as  thc  conversion  factor 
on  a  bushel  of  green  or  uncured  sweetpotatoes  and  J4.5  pounds  on  cured.     This  request 
was  made  due  to  the  variation  in  the  size  of  the  containers  used  in  different  pro- 
ducing areas*

REVISION 'OF  STANDARDS  FOR  FROZEN  PEA5  ANB  FROZEN 
.LIMA  BEANS  VfljpLGH  BECOMES  EFFECTIVE  MLRCH  15,  19^5, 
•  SUPERSEDING  THE  STEWARDS  TEAT  HAVE  BEEN  IN  EFFECT 
SINCE  MARCH  1,  19U3  FOR  THESE  COMMODITIES. 
The  principal  changes  made  in  the  standards  for  frozen  peas  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Incorporation  of  a  definition  of  broken  peas. 

(2)  4  slight  decrease  in  the  A  Classification  for  minor  defects, 

(3)  Canning  varieties  are  now  subject  to  the  brine  flotation  test,  whereas  in 
the  old  standards  this  test  was  not  required  on  these  varieties. 

The  principal  changes  in  the  standards  for  frozen  lima  beans  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Although  there  are  only  two  scoring  factors;  namely.  Color  and  Absence  of 
Defects,  a  "tenderness'*  requirement  is  incorporated  for  each  grade.  Grade 
A  beans  are  required  to  be  "tender,"  Brade  B  "reasonably  tender,1*,  and 
Grade  C  "fairly  tender."    These  requirements  are  incorporated  in  the  stand- 
ard to  permit  proper  classification  of  the  Thorogreen  Variety  or  other  all- 
green  seeded  types  where  color  does  not  always  reflect  tenderness  or, 
maturity.    Such  varieties  as  the  Henderson  Bush  and  the  Fordhook  usually 
possess  proper  tenderness  for  the  grade  when  color  requirements  are  met, 

(2)  Elimination  of  the  divisions  in  color  in  Grade  C.    Lima  Beans  with  higher 
  .percentages  of  white  or  light  green  beans  will  be  given  correspondingly 

lower  scores  but  will  not  be  further  divided  in  classification  of  "green 
and  white,"  '  **wMte  im4.M  green,"  and  "white." 

(3)  Defective  units  are  more  specifically  defined. 

(If)    A  total  tolerance  Is  provided  for  shriveled,  spotted  or  otherwise  discolor- 
ed beans  with  a  limited  allowance  for  spotted  or  otherwise  discolored  beans. 

In  addition  to  the  above  changes  several  minor  changes  have  been  made.  Every 
inspector  should  carefully  r  e  vi  ew  a  11  changes' and  become  fully  familiar  with  these 
standards  in  every  particular  before  proceeding  to  inspect  these  commodities. 

A  cooperative  research  project  with  this  Division,  the  Yfestorn  Regional  Research 
Laboratory,  and  the  industry  is  underway  with  the  expectation  that  more  practical 
and  objective  tests  for  maturity  in  certain  canned  and  frozen  vegetables  will  result,

Tfithin  the  next  few  days  we  will  send  out  a  completely  revised  code  page  on 
celery.    Size  symbols  by  half  dozens  will  be  shown  since  in  some  Northern  and 
V/estern  areas  celery  is  normally  packed  by  half  dozen  sizes.     Height  of  crates  has 
been  eliminated.  VJPB  Limitation  Order  232  limits  the  half  crate  to. a  height  of 
twenty  inches.    Reports  indicate  TTestem  shippers  likely  will  not  go  back  to  pack-? 
ing  22  and  2^  inch  crates  after  the  war.    Mr.  Prugh  advises  that  on  the  West  Coast 
the  trade  refers  to  the  half  crate  as  a  "standup"  crate  to  distinguish  it  from  the 
"Sturdees"  or  "Howards"  •    The  term  "standup"  msy  be  used  in  such  T[est  Coast  markets 
but  where  this  crate  is  commonly  known  as  a  "half  crate"  as  in  the  East  the  latter 
term  should  be  used.    Since  the  revised  celery  page  uses  symbols  from  the  present 
ME  -  Cherry  Page,  this  page  should  be  eliminated  from  the  code.N

Sl£RUSJ3£PPLIES 

The  March  crop  report,  issued  on  March  9j  indicates  production  of  Florida 
grapefruit  that  is  500*000  boxes  larger  than  that  reported  in  February.     There  is 
no  change  in  the  indicated  production  of  Florida  tangerines  and  Valencia  oranges. 

Texas  19^-1+5  grapefruit  production  is  indicated  as  21,000,000  boxes,  an  in- 
crease of  850,000  boxas  over  February  indicated  production.  Calif ornia-Ari zona  in- 
dicated I9I4I1--J4.5  production  of  Navel  and  miscellaneous  oranges,  has  been  increased 
since  February  from  19,500,000  to  20,200,000  boxes.
